80 large a majority chat even if some of them 
vote against the ‘proposition it will 
nevertheless be sure of a majority. 
In the Lower House, on the other band, the dif- 
ference between the strengths of the two parties 
is only one vote. So if there are eight Republicans 
against and eleven Democrats for War license, 
it is certain of a majority in both HoOuses., 

This much is certain: That high license can be 
adopted in the present Legislature only by the 
votes of Democrats. It is true that the Repub- 
loans will bave to contribute the greatest pro- 
portion of the majority, but without the Votes 
of these eleven Democrats the majority would 
be a poweriess minority. So the amended 
Harper bill becomes a law it will be due to the 
votes of those Democrats who vote for it, for 
without them the Dili cannot pass tne Lower 
House. 

But supposing it were to pass. and were to be 
signed by the Governor, what then? Would the 
heavens fallf Would personal liberty be anni- 
hilated? Would the temperenziers conquer?

The per- 
sonal freedom of the individual who wouid 
rather drink bis glass of beer in a saloon than 
at home would not be limited in the least degree 
by the fact that the saloonkeeper had to pay a 
somewhat higher license than formeriy. A glass 
of beer would, under both circumstances, cost 
Only five vents. Supposing that it should bea 
little higher than it now is—assu ming that that is 
possible. without substituting thimbles for 

lasses—who would be hurt by it? Neither the 
drinker nor the saloonkeeper. Or, assuming 
K saloonkeeper were to leave the glasses

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UNDERGROUND WIRES. 


The Most Successful Tests of the Con- 
duit Wet Made, 

The electrical sectional conduit for under- 
ground telegraph and other wires for elec- 
trical purposes was given another test yes- 
terday afternoon at Thirty-third and La 
Salle streets, which lasted from 8 o’clock in 
the afternoon until 7 o’clock in the evening, 
and was the most severe and trying of any 
that it has been subjected to. All the advan- 
tages claimed for it seemed to be sustained, 
and it appeared as if every properly-insulat- 
ed wire run into the conduit in accordance 
with the mechanical and electrical details

apquired by the system could be worked 


without interference, and that induction had 
been practically annihilated, 

W hen the dozen carriages containing the 
visiting committees of other cities and the 
Chicago Aldermen and scientific gentlemen 
arrived Prof. Elisha Gray and Superin- 
tendent Parker, of the Postal Telegraph 
Company, were already on the ground, and 
had the harmonic system of the ema d in 
full working order from the Thirty-ninth 
street testing office through the conduit to 
Thirty-third street. Two telephone wires 
running through the conduit were connected

Finally, 
about 6:30 15 m., with, ese wires doing serv- 
ice, each in its individual capacity, Gray’s 
through postal-wire was attached to a tele- 
pho * New York — — to with 
ease, LHE TRIBUNE reporter recogn — the 
voice of Mr. F. W. Cushing, one of Mr. 
Gray’s electricians, with whom he was ac- 

uainted. Wen it is remembered that the 

aphr of the telephone’s transmitter is 
so sensitive that a heavy footfall in a small 
room will disturb it, the claim of the conduit 
company that it a perfect anti-induction 
cond ult seems to be sustained. 

Prof. Gray was asked privately what he 
thought of the conduit, and he replied: “I 
thihk very well of it.” Mr. Parker says it is 
a decided success in every particular. The 
electricians of the Western Union Company 
are very chary of their opinions, and hardly 
know“ whether it is a success or not.

DEFECTS IN THE LICENSE BILL. 

As the “Harper License bill” stands to- 
day many will think it better to strike out 
the enacting clause and permit the proposed 
reform to go over till the next Legislature 
than to pass it. A series of weak and II- 
judged concessions have taken all the life 
out of the original proposition. Its most 
earnest advocates have underestimated the 
inherent strength of the cause, and have 
sacriticed essential features in order to gain 
votes for it. Instead of achieving the pur- 
pose of their trimming, they have put the 
bill into a shape to lose votes. While the 
Morrison amendment reducing the tax on 
beer and ale to $150 gained two Republican 
votes it lost five Democratic votes. That 
doesn’t pay on any terms, but especially 
since the loss of votes was the result of 
emasculating the bill. 

The condiuons of the present bill are as 
follows: (1) It applies only to incorporated 
cities, towns, and villages, and not to town- 
ships or crossroads doggeries; (2) it fixes 
the $500 license for the sale of whisky; (3) the 
license for selling malt liquor has been re- 
duced to $150; (4) no penalty is provided for 
the sale of whisky under a beer license. 

The objections to such a marrowless meas- 
ure as this are numerous and obvious. We 
shall restate some of them to impress upon 
the friends of high license the necessity of 
remodeling the bill, both in order to carry 
out the original purpose of its multitudinous 
friends and to obtain the number of votes re- 
quired for its passage. 

1. Whatever the license fee may be it is a 
fatal mistake to limit the operation of the law 
to incorporated cities and villages, The 
rural towns and crossroads are more in need, 
if possible, of the restraints of high license 
than are the larger towns and the cities. It 
is also the Granger inhabitants of these 
country districts who will furnish the back- 
bone for inaugurating and maintaining the 
higit-license system. They may be trusted 
to offset the riff-raff and hoodlums of the 
cities, which is organized against the high- 
license principle. Butif these rural districts 
are to be shut out from the benefits of the 
high-license system is it reasonable to sup- 
pose that they will be eager to furnish the 
votes to protect the cities and towns from 
their own viciousness? If, on the other 
hand, the country districts make it possible 
to pass a high-license bill, is it just or fair to 
exclude them from the benefits of such a 
measure ? 

2. As a matter of fact, the passage of the 
so-called Harper bill in its present shape 
will inflict a positive injury upon the town- 
Ships, settlements, and crossroads which 
are not orgauized under the General Iucor- 
poration act. Not only will chey be deprived 
of the protection that high license would 
give, but they will also be afflicted with an 
overflow of dramshops whenever they are 
in the neighborhood of an incorporated city 
or village. In every such case as this the 
low doggeries crowded out of the cities and 
towns by the high litense will remove to 
shanties just outside the corporation limits, 
and ply their trade in defiance of the com- 
munity in which they shall locate. Outside 
the city limits of Chicago, for instance, there 


of cheap gin-mills which would attract not 
merely the artisans and workmen who live 
in the outskirts of the city, but also the farm 
boys and the sons of families living in the 
suburbs. The same would be true of every 
locality in the State which adjoins an in- 
corporated city or town, and the rural dis- 
tricts would be cursed with many more 
dramshops than they are now in the ab- 
sence of any high-license State law. 

3. The reduction of the license for the sale 
of beer to $150 while retaining $500 as the 
charge for saloons selling wine or whisky is 
an unreasonable discrimination. To begin 
with, this distinction destroys the valuable 
feature of uniformity, which is an important, 
if not an essential, factor in the enforce- 
ment of the law. The effect will be that 
hinety-nine saloons out of every one hundred 
will take out the cheap beer license and sell 
whisky, there being no penalty against it in 
the bill. It is folly to contend that this fraud 
can be prevented unless provision be made 
for collecting the difference and forfeit- 
ing the license in every case ot fraud.

when there is no penalty attached for the 
violation of the law. It would be merely a 
waste of time to ferret out or fol- 
low up a violation of the law when 
there should be no means for punish- 
ing the offenders. As a matter of fact, 
the entire body of saloonkeepers would take 
out the cheap license, and there would be 
nobody to inform on the offenders. The 
consequence would be that the saloons of 
Chicago would be assessed only $47 a year 
more than they pay now, and the cities and 
fowns throughout the State, which have 
already adopted $500 and still higher licenses, 
would be harassed by an agitation to dis- 
criminate in behalt of malt liquor and re- 


tax. It would be better to accept a uniform 
$300 license for all saloons than to makea 
discrimination of $350 in favor of beer sa- 
loons upon terms that will practically license 
all saloons for 8100 a year, which is not high 
Ueense at all. ©

REPORT ON GRAIN-DEALING. 

A very singular report is the one made by 
the committee recently appointed by the IIli- 
nois House of Representatives to investigate 
the subjects of grain-dealing and gambling. 
The committee claims to have arrived at the 
conclusion that the manner of conducting 
business on the various Boards of Trade and 
in the exchanges, or bucket-shops, does not 
materially differ; and that the proportion of 
actual deliveries made by the Open Board 
and the bucket-shops, as compared with the 
quantities dealt in, is fully as great as the 
deliveries made on thé Board of Trade, 

Such sweeping assertions could scarcely be 
made unless at the instigation of parties who 
have lost money by gambling on ’Change or 
who are directly interested in the prosperity 
of the other institutions referred to. For the 
iaformation of those who might be misled by 
the statements above referred to we may say 
that there is a wide and very important dif- 
ference between the two, which may be de- 
fined in a very few words. On the Board of 
Trade there is gambling in connection with 
the trading that moves the produce of the 
country. In the bucket-shops there is gam- 
bling without any such connection. On the 
Open Board the connection is so thin as to 
be decidedly gauzy. Deliveries of produes 
are made as a result of the operations on 
Change and the Call Board, and there is 
often intermediate gambling in the line of 
deliveries which always has a receiver at 
one end and ashipper at the other. On the 
Open Board such deliveries are made as an 
apology for gambling, and do not involve 
the removal of the property itself, unless on 
occasions are as rare as angels’ visits 
or hens’ tee In the bucket-shop the claim 
of delivery, even on that slender basis, isa 
fraund—nothing better than part of a confi- 
dence game, 

We are free to admit that the gambling on 
’Change—and there is a great deal of it—is 
neither better nor worse than the gambling 
outside. But it is only a partof the one, 
while it is all there is of the other. On 
Change gambling is like the tares in the 
wheatfield mentioned in the Scripture para- 
ble, which could not be rooted out without 
endangering the destruction of the grain also. 
The bucket-shop is simply a fiele of tares, 
with a handful of wheat-ears stuck on the 
gate-post as a fraudulent shield from 
merited destruction. The gambling on 
Change is reprehensible, but there 
is a great deal of speculation that 
ought not to be classed as gambling, 
and itis very difficult to separate the two. 
Noone can deny that it is to the advantage 
ot the producer for some one to stand ready 
to take care of his grain till it is wanted 
by the consumer. ‘(he wheat crop of the 
country is practically harvested within the 
space of one month, and is not always con- 
sumed in the next twelve months. Capital 
is absolutely needed to carry part of the food 
product over the interval between produc- 
tion and consumption. The use of that capi- 
tal can only be obtdined in one of two 
ways—on interest or speculation, The 
first fosters wrong fully as much as 
the second tends to gambling, and 
it might not .require much argument 
to prove that the first is even more ibjurious 
to the producer than is the last. We may 
add that undue speculation is always fol- 
lowed by its appropriate punishment, and the 
lion’s share of the retribution very seldom 
fails to the lot of the farmer. Indeed, that 
gentieman is much oftener benefited than 
hurt by speculative excitement if he avoids 
gambling himself, as the natural result of 
such speculation is an increase in the price 
of all the material which he can get to mar- 
ket before the flurry is over. The loss re- 
sulting from the subsequent decline is chiefly 
felt by the speculators who have got loaded 
up with the accumulation, which must be 
disposed of at diminished figures. 

The attention of the good people at Spring- 
field, who will, presumably, act on that re- 
port, is respectfully commended to the fol- 
lowing figures. The last annual review pub- 
lished by Tux TRisunE showed that $97,- 
000,000 worth of breadstuffs, nearly $200,000,- 
000 worth of live stock, and some $85,000,000 
worth of other produce were received in this 
city during the year 1882. Nearly the whole 
of that was received and shipped by mem- 
bers of the Chicago Board of Trade. 
So far as we know, only six car- 
loads of that grain was received by 
any member of the Open Board who 
is not also a member of the Board of Trade, 
and none of the live stock; nor a single 
dollar’s worth of either shipped, except as 
above noted. The bucket-shops certainly 
did not receive from the country, or forward 
to the East, a cent’s worth of the vast vol- 
ume of produce for which members of the 
Board of Trade alone paid over $300,000,000 to 
people in the couutry and received more 
than that from consumers in this city or 
elsewhere. And yet there is no perceptibie 
difference! O, shame, where is thy blush ?”

THE FAILURE OF SUCCESS. 

The suicide of Amasa Stone, in which the 
light of what wasin every worldly sense a 
successful life was put out in Cleveland 
Friday afternoon, enforces once more a 
moral that it is to be hoped will not have to 
be told too often to the business-men ef this 
country. An English traveler who was 
lately in Chicago said to an American friend 
that nothing so struck him in this country as 
the ceaseless energy with which our success- 
ful men afver they had won great prizes of 
fortune continued to toil when they should 
rest. In England a man who has amassed a 
competency, large or larger, hasteus to en- 
joy it while there is still some capability of 
enjoyment left. He buys an estate, and goes 
into boards of trustees and the local magis- 
tracy, joins a social club, and basks in the 
warm sun of public interest and regard that 
1s almost certain to attend a successful man. 
But in this country work seems to become a 
vice. It cannot be thrown aside. It clings 
to its victims like the morphine habit. It 
grows upon them like an incurable affection 
of the nerves, until the unhappy sot of lu- 
dustry drops out of the world before his 
time. 

Merehants used to retire from business 
when they had done well, ard had/reached 
50 years of age or s. But nowadays after a 
man has built up a fortune at trading or 
protected manufacturing, and has made what 
in the old days would have been considered 
something handsome, he thinks he has only 
begun. He has how obtained not a nest- 
eg. but a whole baskettul, which if put into 
railroad building, banking, stockjobbing, or 
into some of the other wide fields opened to 
energy, and associated * and executive 
ability, will make him rich. He is not 


It results from this narrow intensity of the 
thirst for gold and power and this indulgence 
of the appetite for intemperate exertion that 
tne men who work the hardest work with- 
out pay. They get board wages trom the 
world, and that is about all. They work for 
the sake of the work. In the hot rivalry to 
sell more calicoes, build more railroads, lend 
more money, put up more houses or stores 
than their competitors, they strain their 
nerves to the snapping point. They founder. 
They run their mad race in the delusion that 
they are working for themselves. They 
wake up in the next world to see that it was 
the community that got the benefit of the rall- 
roads, the houses, the banks, the manufac- 
tories, the vast warehouses in which they em- 
bodied their energies. Their overreaching 
selfishness has failed because it has given the 
fruits of their labors to others. They cannot 
claim that theirs was a success in working 
for others, for they did not mean to work for 
anybody but themselves. 

It was Bulwer. who epitomized human 
life in the bitter phrases, Youth a folly, 
manhood a struggle, old age a regret.” A 
kinder and wiser saying comes from Emer- 
son: We should prize our youth.” The 
floodtide of young energy is the tide on 
which to embark for fortune. But the cooler 
days that follow are those which the wise, 
successful man will give to better work than 
fortune-seeking. Few of us can be what the 
world calls “successful.” Those who reach 
that goal should not forget that in getting to 
it, human toes were the least sensitive things 
they crushed. Whetber or not the world 
owes every man a living, every man owes the 
world somethm out of his living. Insomnia, 
nervous prostration, paralysis, premature 
death are poor finishing touches to use for 
the apexes of what we want the world to 
look at as successfal careers. It is better to 
stop short of “success” that is so complete 
that it ends in complete collapse of the suc- 
cessful man. “When 1 was young,” a 
Greek epitaph says, “and could enjoy life, 
I had nothing. Now that I am old and can- 
not enjoy it I have more money than I know 
what to do with.” Our successful men 
would not fail as they do from the surfeit of 
success if they would learn the wisdom of 
making less of their business and more of 
themselves, 
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GLADSTONE AND PARNELL. 

The two men of the British Parliament 
who have most attracted attention not only 
in England and America, but also on the 
European Continent, have been Mr. Glad- 
stone and Mr. Parnell. Their respective pol- 
icles have been most discussed, their utter- 
ances most freely criticised, and their per- 
sonal appearance, conduct, and manners 
most gossiped about. Each had in the last 
general elections for members of the British 
Parliament unprecedented triumphs, Great 
Britain indorsed the political program and 
policy of Mr. Gladstone as loyally and em- 
phatically as did Lreland the program and 
policy of Mr. Parnell, Mr. Parneli’s election 
by Cork City and Mayo and Meath Counties 
was a great personal triumph for him, 
as his election by Mid-Lothian and Leeds was 
for Mr. Gladstone. The majority of the 
Irish members elected on the Parnell plat- 
form was proportionately as large as the ma- 
jority of English and Scotch members elect- 
ed to support Mr. Gladstone, The enthu- 
siasm of the British over the victory of their 
veteran leader was sincere and intense, 
though perhaps less demonstrative, than the 
enthusiasm of the irish over the victory of 
their young Tribune. 

It was conceded on all hands that Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Parnell would have most 
to do in shaping the legislation of the new 
Parliament, that if they could agree on a 
program it would certainly be carried out, 
and that a social revolution would be effected 
not only in Ireland, but in Great Britain, 
as the result of their combined efforts. 
While perhaps it would not be wise on the 
part of either to enter on an open alliance, it 
was felt by many of those who were to be 
the principal actors on the legislative stage 
that it would be wise in both to enter into a 
tactit agreement. Both had to some extent 
the same purpose, and their policies in near- 
ly every instance ran parallel with each 
other. Mr. Parnell was not more sincerely 
desirous of ‘‘rooting the Irish people in the 
soil of Ireland“ than was Mr. Gladstone; 
one was not more desirous than the other of 
drawing the fangs of landlordism, or, indeed, 
of killing that monster altogether. Mr. Glad 
stone desired an extension of thé franchise 
to the agricultural laborers; it was part of 
his program; Mr, Parnell desired an exten- 
sion of the franchise to Irish agricultural la- 
borers and the introduction into Ireland of 
the English system of registration. This Mr. 
Gladstone was willing to concede, and at the 
opening of the session of 1881 appropriate 
measures were forecast by the English 
Premier. Mr. Forster, then Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, promised his support, and Mr. 
Trevelyan, who had been the special cham- 
pion of the measures indicated, althgugh one 
of the Opposition leaders, pledged fis support 
also. Mr. Parnell, in his celebrated Water- 
ford speech, delivered in the fall of 1880, pro- 
jected a measure of county government for 
Ireland. This idea was taken up by Mr. 
Gladstone, and through the medium of the 
Queen’s speech at the opening of the follow- 
ing session he pledged himself to give Ire- 
land a measure of county government. Mr. 
Parnell demanded that elections in Ireland 
should be guarded so as to prevent bribery 
and corruption. A bill was introduced to car- 
ry out that purpose, while at the same time 
its provisions were extended to England. To 
crown all, Mr. Gladstone, acting on Mr. 
Parnell's suggestion, brought in at the open- 
ing of the extra session & measure to puta 
stop to eviction, which, though not so rad- 
ical as Mr. Parnell asked for, was yet as rad- 
ical as Mr. Gladstone dared to offer to the 
British Parliament for its indorsement. Its 
rejection by the House of Lords afterwards 
proved that it was too radical. But its de- 
feat paved the way for the sweeping Land 
act which afterwards was forced through 
the Lords, ‘notwithstanding the protests of 
the Whigs and the howls of the Tories. 

As far as the projected reform measures 
were concerned, and as far as the revolu- 
tionary Land act went, Mr. Parnell and Mr. 
Gladstone seemed to be in perfect accord. 
Had they been permitted by their respective 
followers to remain in accord the three ses- 
sions of the present Parliament which have 
passed, and of a portion of the fourth, would 
not have been so barren of results as they 
have been. Katirely opposit influences be- 
gan to act on both men, and produced a 
breach which it will take some time to close 
up, though there are indications that the 
closing-up process has begun. 

The Whigs, who on account of Gladstone’s 
past associations with them had much infla- 
ence with him, began to caution him against 
being too progressive, and hampered him when 
he disregarded tue ir cautious and their advice. 
The Irish extremists hindered Mr, Parnell 
in the same way, and urged him to insanely 
radical courses; the irreconellables and 
semi-Socjalists of Amsri¢a, theulselves at the 


safe distance of 3,000 miles from the scene of * 


action, wanted @ “bolder” course ou the

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ism. The torch was in the hand of the in- 
cendiary, and the knife was applied even to 
dumb cattle. These acts were used by the 
Whigs as arguments to induce Mr. Gladstone 
to cut loose from Mr. Parnell, They had in- 
fluence with him, and coercion of a mild type 
went hand in hand with beneficent legisla- 
tion. 80 well, however, had Mr. Parnell 


his forces in hand, so well organized was the 


Land League, that coercion falied, and Mr. 
Pasnell’s course triumphed. Mr. Gladstone 
had to repudiate his Whig advisers. He was 
a party, and not a reluctant party, to the cel- 
ebrated Kilmainham compact, 

The history of this so-called treaty is now 
pretty generally understood. It is well 
known that through the agency of Capt. 
O’Shea, Mr. Parnell, while he was in Kil 
mainham Jail, was in communication with 
the leading English Radicals, including Mr. 
Chamberlain, Sir Charles Dilke, and John 
Morley. Through the instrumentality of 
those good English friends of Ireland the 
treaty was consummated, How much of a 
gain it would have been to Mr. Parnell and 
the Lrish cause had it been permitted to be 
carried out may be gathered from its condi- 
tions as detailed by an intimate friend of 
Mr. Parnell. His friend says: 


The conditions of the Kilmainhbam treaty in- 
cluded the deposition of Mr. Forster, the re- 
lease of all the 1 ane and the fair 
and immediate trial of suth as were honestiy 
suspected of crime, and au undertaking by the 
Government to cease from coercion, to 2 in 
un arrears bill, a Land-act amendment Dill 
a local self-government a bill extend- 
ing and equalizing the ncbise, 
agree to receive favorably and not to 
terfere with a constitutional tion for 
the attainment of home rule. The Govern- 
ment, in 6a made pp ite mind to com- 
pletely reverse its entire Ir mb polices. Mr. Par- 
nell, on the other merely to use 
his intluence and that of his colleagues to put 
down outrage in Ireland, and to codperate with 
the Liberal party whenever they proposed 
measures in accordance with liberal principles. 
It was no alliance. It was a conditional con- 
sent to act a iriend to the Government so long 
as the Government acted a friend to Ireland. 


How the “Invincibles,” led by James 
Carey and his fellow-informers, interfered 
with this program is a matter of shameful 
history; how the agrarian butcheries and 
the shooting at Lawson by another informer 
of the secret societies aggravated English 
feeling, and how the dynamite conspiracies 
united all parties against further concessions 
to Lreland, is too well known to need repeti- 
tion. These terribſe ana deeply disgraceful 
events drove Mr. Gladstone again into the 
Whig camp, and discredited the Radical 
friends of Ireland. Mr. Gladstone was con- 
strained to refuse further concession to the 
people who were held by the English masses 
to be utterly ungrateful, and who were rep- 
resented by such English organs as the Lon- 
don ‘limes as condoning outrage. 

PROBATING WILLS BEFORE DEATH. 

A most interesting experiment in the law 
of wills is to be tried in Michigan. That 
State has just passed a law to forestall the 
growing scandal of will-breaking. It is pro- 
posed to allow men of property to go befo 
the Probate Court and establish their ow 
wills. As the law now stands, no legal OK- 
nition is taken of a will beyond the provision 
in some of the States that any one who de- 
sires to do 80 may file his will in court as 
evidence that it is his real will, and to pre- 
vent any one from running off with it. or 
altering it, or playing any of the other games 
that covetousness will sometimes suggest to 
the survivors of the wealthy dead. 

The Michigan law goes a long ways ahead 
of this fling of wills—farther, indeed, than 
any State has ever gone in the protection of 
testators. It provides chat any one may go 
before the Probate Court of his eounty with 
his will, and have all his heirs summoned to 
contest his averments that he is of sound 
mind and of full testamentary capacity, and 
that he has made his will “without fear, 
fraud, importunity, or undue influence.” If 
the heirs have any reason to dispute these 
assertions, that is their last chance. If they 
do not succeed in showing any reason why 
the will should not be probated, probated it 
is then and there, and “having been 80 es- 
tablished, it shall not be set aside or im- 
peached on the ground of insanity or want 
of testamentary capacity, or that it was exe- 
cuted through fear, fraud, importunity, or 
undue influence.“ 

There are some very practical difficulties 
in the way of the suceess of any such law. 
As the will is not made public how is any one 
to know that there has been any undue in- 
fluence? A man who gave no outward sign 
of being a dupe might, as s0 many mem have 
done, give all of his property to an adven- 
turer, male or female, lay or secular. Take 
thé case of the great sewing-machine million- 
aire who died a féw years ago with a wife 
and family in nearly every town where his 
sewing machines were sold. If his will had 
been probated by any such law as that just 
set up in Michigan it might be found upon 
his death that he had given the biggest slice 
of his millions to his favorit mistress. The 
will could not be questioned, but it would 
work the very kind of injustice which the 
law especially thinks itself called upon to 
prevent in these cases. | 

The power of retaining control of property 
after death that is accorded by the laws of 
wills is not-a natural right. It is distinctly 
a concession made by society to the individ- 
ual within historic times. The opinion that 
surrounds a man while living exercises a 
salutary check on folly and spite as motives 
in the management of property. This re- 
straint does not operate on the living, who 
put whims—or worse—into wills that are not 
opened until they are dead. It is for this 
reason that the law has gone a long ways in 
allowing those who live to undo much of the 
testamentary labor of those who have 
attempted an undue use of the prerogative 
of the dead hand. The case which came up 
in our courts the other day of a will which 
directed that property should be taken from 
those for wnose existence the testator was 
responsible and given to pay for a lot ot 
masses for his soul is a good ilustratian of 
the abuses to which the power of making 
wills may be put. 

On such grounds as this it seems imppssi- 
ble that the operation or the Michigan will 
law should not produce greater evils than 
those to which we are now subjected by the 
scandalous contests so often made about the 
wilis of the rich.

In the upper-grade schools of 
Germany, where the work is much the heaviest, 
the pruportion of short-sighted students is far 
the greatest. It has been said that the almost 
universal use of eyeglasses by German univer- 
sity students was in a measure due to a silly af- 
fectation, and the students themselves have 
acknowledged that this was formeriy the fact. 
But by this time affectation has doubtless been 
superseded by necessity, for the rapid increase 
of the visual defect has been its most striking 
feature.

| EXPOSITIONS. 
THE ‘WORLD'S FAIR OF FISHERIES AT 
LONDON. 


Lonpon, May 12, —Notwithstanding lower- 
ing skies, showers of rain, a heavy, murky 
atmosphere, and muddy roadsin the morn- 
ing, an enormously large number of people 
witnessed the ceremonies attending the 
opening of the International Fisheries Exhi- 
bition at South Kensington. 

The to the buildings were 
packed with carriages and pedestrians at an 
early hour, and long before noon the twenty- 
three acres of buildings were filled with 
spectators from all partsof the world. 

The detail of ornamentations and arrange- 
ments were incomplete, owing to the unex- 
pectedly heavy amount of work which the 
arrangements entailed, but the decorations 
were so managed that the imperfections were 
in a large degree hidden from view. The 
general effect of the scene was grand and in- 
spiring. N 
The Prince of Wales and sons reached 
the main hall at 12:10. Their entrance was 
the signal for a most enthusiastic clapping 
of hands and hearty cheers. 

The dais section, to which the Prince was 
later conducted by the exposition officials, is 
a beautiful design. It is covered by a hand- 
somely wrought canopy, surmounted by a 
crown, while fishing nets form fitting fes- 
toons. From this point the ceremony of in- 
troducing the royal party to the mysteries 
and beauties of the exhibition proceeded ac- 
cording to program. 

From the conservatory the party were 
taken through the first hall of the exhibits, 
that devoted to Great Britain, passing thence 
directly into the departments where were 
displayed the treasures of the streams, rivers, 
lakes, and seas of the United States and 
Canada. These were given considerable at- 
tention and elicited much favorable comment. 

Deputations of fisnermen were drawn up 
along the line of procession. The most con- 
spicuous and picturesque of these were the 
Indians of Canada. 

United States Minister Lowell, who had 
joined the royal party with other Ministers of 
the diplomatic corps, was not the least in- 
terested observer of the display. 

After viewing several other exhibits the 
distinguished party returned to the dais, 
where the address of the committee was pre- 
sented by the Duke of Richmond. He ex- 
plained the objects of the exhibition—that it 
was intended not only to furnish an agree- 
able and instructive spectacle, but it was in- 
tended the publicshould receive actual daily 
benefit--that the practical cookery fish 
was to be illustrated by the National School 
of Cookery, and that the committee had kept 
steadily before them the fact that the exhi- 
bition was for the million. He announced 
that the exhibinon would be open several 
nights ot each week for the benefit of the 
working classes. He cordially extolled the 
gratitude felt by the Committee on Applica- 
tions for the assistance in the undertaking 
which had been received from foreign Gov- 
ernments and colonies. He then formally 
bid the Prince of Wales and his party wel- 
come to the exhibition. 

The Prince of Wales read his reply. He 
expressed his great pleasure at being able to 
assist at this ceremony, and regretted that an 
unfortunate accident unavoidably prevented 
the Queen being present. He hoped the ex- 
hibition would be the means of bringing to 
the notice of the people the latest and most 
efficient means of securing the bounty 
ot the streams, lakes, and oceans, 
and would thereby be a practical benefit to 
them. He dwelt at some length on the life- 
saving section of the display, and commended 
it to the notice of the people. In conclusion 
he conveyed the thanks of the Queen to all 
the countries and colonies taking part in the 
display, and to their representatives for un- 
tiring exertions in bringing the exhibition to 
a successful issue. 

He was warmly applauded. 

After some further exercises the exhibi- 
tion was formally declared open. 

One of the prettiest spectacles of the cere- 
monial was when the Prince and Princess of 
Wales filed through the long line of fisher- 
men and fish wives, the latter scattering rose- 
leaves from fish-baskets. 

‘The Baroness Coutts takes care of all the 
young fisher-girls from Ireland, Belgium, 
Holland, and France attending the exhibi- 
tion. The Princess of Wales entertains them 
tomorrow. 

The United States have 12,000 feet crowded 
with exhibits of sponges and corals, tne 
the finest ever brought together in America. 

A remarkable feature is the figures of fish- 
ermen habited and postured in the manner 
— to the particular err under no- 

ce. 

Many detaiis of curing and refrigeration 
are given with splenpid spirit. 

The preserved specimens of the fresh- 
water fish of the United States form one of 
the largest, completest, and most interesting 
exhibitions. 

[The dipiomatic corps, members of the Min- 
istry. and the exhibiuon authorities assembled 
near the dais in the buliding at 11:30.

A march by Gounod and Mendeissonn’s 
“ Hymn of Praise” were then rendered, and the 
procession reformed and returned through the 
foreign courts and lite- hoat buildings. 

All the European exhibits except Russia have 
arrived. Among the countries best represented 
are Italy, Belgium, Holland, and Sweden and 
Norway. Russia is backward, but eventually 
will have a large exhibit. Of the South Ameri- 
can countries the display of Chili alone is no- 
ticeable. All the British Colonies and posses- 

fons are well represented, especiaily Canada 
which shows the whole process of artificial pis- 
Gjoulture and fish frozen since last July.

ARCHBISHOP CROKE. 

Lonpon, May 12.—[Special Cable.]—It is 
announced that Lord Errington has been 
privately accredited as the Envoy of the En- 
glish Government te the Vatican. This is 
the result of the conduct of certain 
classes of the Irish clergy for taking 
a notorious stand in the political 
agitation, and who caused the order 
already announced in these dispatches pro- 
hibiting the elevation to the Episcopate of 
any priest who had interfered in political 
affairs. Lord Errington had at one time 
very nearly succeeded in persuading the 
Pope to pronounce a bull forbidding 
the Irish clergy to interfere in 
any way in politics. This was 
brought about by his influence with Cardinals 
Jacobini and Simeoni. Archbishop Croke, 
however, succeeded, after several confer- 
ences with the Cardinals, in averting the bull, 
and the Pope is now disposed to limit Papal 
action to private advice through the Irish 
prelates, counseling them in a general way to 
refrain from all interference with political 
matters. 

Private telegrams confirm the newspaper 
messages respecting the Pope’s anger against 
Archbishop Croke. An encyclical is ex- 
pected at Whitsuntide, addressed to the 
Irish Bishops and clergy. 

Romer, May 12.—Archbishop Croke has 
promised the Pope that he will in future con- 
form to the attitude of Cardinal McCabe with 
regard to Irish affairs. 

The Monitteur has reason to believe an im- 
portant and very categorical document has 
just been sent by the Vatican to the Irish 
Bishops.

The entire press of Ireland concurs 
in its approval of the result, and in 
expressing the hope that ‘lrishmen will 
hereafter be deterred from the insane and 
criminal folly of joining such organizations. 
They join without any idea of their purpose, 
and in every instance the moving spirits 
have been among the first to betray their 
dupes. The conviction of Kelly has produced 
a profound sensation, and there seems to 
bea revulsion of feeling with regard to the 
trials and their significance. The adherents 
of Mr. Parnell are confident that a more 
wholesome tone will be manifest in the pub- 
lic mind, and a greater disposition to abide 
by the principles of the parliamentary body. 

The Poor-Law Guardians in the West of 
Ireland are making vigorous progress in the 
arrangements for the removal to America of 
the colonies of starving poor of their dis- 
tricts. The unfortunate creatures, ranging 
from children in arms to old men and women 
of 70 and 80, presented a pitiable spectacle 
huddled on the rocks without shelter 
of any kind and in weather of fearful sever- 
ity waiting for the boats from the men-of- 
war to take them out to the steamer. A hos- 
pitable country awaits them, and thousands 
who remain envy them their good fortune, 
but of the true character of emigration that 
the unions gladly pay for there can be little 
question.

New potatoes, coming from Mississippi and Teu- 
hessen, found ready sale at trom $6 to $6 per 
barrel, aud were small and scarce, while oid pota- 
toes were a drug at from & to 70 cents per bushel. 
New cabbage was going at from 4 to $4.50 per 
crate, the supply being adequate, but the quality 
poor. String beans, received from New Orleans. 
were selling at $1.50 te $1.75 per box; cucumbers 
at from 80 to &% cents per desen; radishes at 
from 15 to 20 cents per dozen bunches, four in a 
bunca; new onions at frum 10 to 16 cents per 
dosen bunches; spinach at $1.25 per barrei; 
Spring chickens at: from $5 to $6 per dozen; bens 
at from 13 to M cents per pound; ergs at 15 
cents a dozen; and dairy butter at from 1b to % 
cents, and creamery at from 25 to cents per 
pound by the package. The weather, the dealers 
said, had beea agaiust the trade in wreen vege- 
tables. but they were anticipating s much larger 
market in the course of the coming week. 
Their advices were that the berry crop would be 
particularly large, and some of them predicted 
that in a few weeks strawberries would be sell- 
ing for a song.

hen she remonstrated. at his 
conduct he generally replied by striking her 
and ‘calling her names. On one occasion, 
after he had knocked her senseless, then 
driven Her out of the house and over to a 
neighbor’s, she retaliated by causing his ar- 
rest and having him bound over to keep the 
This created a kind of coldness be- 
tween them, and after that he took his meals 
at another boarding-house.

THE IRISH IN AMERICA, 

Some time ago Gen. Ignatieff amused himself 
by assuring an English visitor that Russia would 
gladly barter her Jews for our Irish, Russia giv- 
ing ten Jews in exehange for one Irishman. 
This Ministerial joke bas been revived in an- 
other shape by a St. Petersburg print, which ad- 
vocates the establishment of Fenian settlements 
in Eastern and Southeastern Russia, and urges 
the Government of the Ozar to take up the 
cause of Irish nationality. There is more bad 
temper than point in the suggestion of the St. 
Petersburg jouroaiist, for even the most affiict- 
ed Russopbobist cannot profess to dread the op- 
erations of Slay emissaries in Ireland. If the 
cause of Irish national independence is ever 
taken up against Eogwiand as that of Buigaria 
was taken up against the Turk, it is not in the 
Kast, but in the West, where our discontented 
subjects will find a champion. 

. Whether the United States will ever suppert 
the cause of Irish nationality is a problem for 
the future to solve. At present it is obvious 
enough that the Irish ia America who will today 
form themseives into an Irish National League 
in Philadelphia form a somewhat close counter- 
part to the Slavenic societies whose activity in 
tbe Balkan Peninsula zept alive the flame of 
Bulgarian patriotism many years before the 
Russian Government ever ventured to assume 
the patronage of the Slavonic cause. The differ- 
ence of course is, that, whereas the Slavophiies 
of Moscow were representative of the na al, 
traditional, and religious sentiments of nine 
Russians out of ten, the Irish in America are a 
foreign minority, whose aims and aspiradons 
have nothing in common with those of the peo- 
dwell. On this point the

The simple truth is, fmt there are thou- 
sands of youths in the aristocratic circles of 
English society who are pining away for 
lack of any worthy aim or activity in life. 

By 
the very laws of their birth these youths are 
loafers. The young women, if not excep- 
tionally well trained and led out into philan- 
thropic work, as many are fortunately, they 
are given over to all the horrors of ennui 
There is an effort to break away frum these 
limitations and to get out of themselves, and 
this theatrical craze is the latest form this 
effort has taken. 

THE BOYAL COLLEGE OF MUSIC. 


For a number of years there have been in 
London three struggling and rival music- 
schools. These schools have done no worthy 
work and have been shamed and mortitied bv 
being so generally passed by by all those 
who have been earnest in seeking good mu- 
sical education. The Prince of Wales has 
for a year past been most active in the collee- 
that of funds for and the organization of a 
new College of Music upon a great national 
scale. A charter has been granted, competi- 
tive examinations for scholarships have been 
held, and the school is to open early in May. 
Fifty scholarships have been granted, val- 
ued at £40 each, or an amount to cover the 
cost of tuition. The college opens in the old 
Academy of Music at Kensington Gore. 

At present this College of Music gives no 
promise whatever of satisfactory work and 
resuits. There has has been for years a 
feud between the Guildhall School for 
Music and the Royal Academy of Music. 
In neither of these schools have the masters 
been men of any great mark. And yet in 
the attempt to absorb these oid schools and 
break up this old-time feud the taculty of 
the new college is made up of the teachers 
from these rivai institutions. Though os- 
tensibly the scholarships were conferred 
upon successfui competitors in the exami- 
ge they were, in fact, for the most 
part given to the old scholars of tnese 
schools, and, as a rule, to the favorit pupils 
of their masters.

apers as authority upon the effect of repub- 
— institutions upon domestic life. 

PURITY OF AMERICAN SOCIAL LIFE. 

The present writer nas no hesitatio#® in 
saying that the social life of America, taken 
us a whole, and the whole country over, is 
the purest today in all Christendom. Hay- 

traveled in most Euro countries, 
aid having lived somewhat in France 
and Germany, and 
giand, this statement 
erately and in view of a wide social 
experience. Here in England, the purest of 
all the Européan States, marriage is con- 
tracted upon a much lower plane than in 
America. The business element enters into 
it, not only presumably, but confessedly. 
From the middle classes up the money con- 
sideration is debated and arranged. In so- 
cial life many excursions far afield of the 
declalog are notonly winked at, but extenu- 
ated. It is commonly reported that two of the 
most important members of the pres- 
ent Cabinet are living immoral 
domestic lives, and yet not a 
newspaper in all England would venture to 
intimate this tact, and it has not the least 
importance in the eyes of Mr. Gladstone, 
who is somewhat unctuous in his religion, or 
of any one else in the Kingdom, so far as one 
ean discover. This would be an impossible 
case in America, No President would dream 
of galling into his Cabinet a man living in 
unholy domestic relations. Every newspa- 
per in America would herald such a viola- 
tion of social decency with no bated breath, 
and an evilday would it be for America 
when the public press should lack the disin- 
terestedness and moral courage to do 80. 

The New York papers are, for the most 
part, the only American — quoted in 
England, and they are no impartia) index of 
the tone of American political or social life. 
Indeed New York political and social life is 
one thing and American political and social 
life quite another thing. 

Ot course the Vanderbilt ball has been 
quoted on all hands, and ridicnied and 
scoffed at as a highly-seented bit of Amer- 
ican vulgarity. But tne Vanderbilt ball is 
no expression of the social life of the fifty 
millions of the self-respecting, hard-work- 
ing, honest-living, God-fearing American 
people. Yet even so tair and radical paper 
as the Pall Mall Gazette huris its nasty and 
bitter inuendoes and moral 
broadcast against the corrupt social life of 
the American States. Lt is pretty nearly 
time that some one said that the political life 
of the United States has less of nepotism in 
It. less of family privilege and class preroga- 
tive in it than the political life and legisia- 
tion of any country on the face of ‘ 
Whoever might say it would only tell 
simple truth.

A HUMAN TREE. 


The Body of an Oid Minister Grows Into 
a Miaiberry Bush. 

[Philadelphia Press.}—lno the private cemetery 
adjoining the Academy of Natura: Sciences, al- 
most hbidden by the tall, green grass, there 
stands the stump of what was once a flourishing 
mulberry tree. If this stump could speak it 
would unfold a most wonderful tale of transmi- 
gration, not of the spiritual, but of the physical 
kind. For the tree of which the stump is a mei- 
ancholy relic found its birth ina human death 
and flourisbed and grew upon a diet ot blood 
and boves, and collin-bourds, like the famous 
tree that sprang from the grave of Roger WIll- 
jams. Linked with the history of this stump 
there is another history, equally curious, which 
concerns two churches, one long since torn 
down and forgotten, the other now standing ina 


fashionabie quarter of the city. Away back iu 
the beginning of the present century, before 
steamships were ever thougut ot. Mrs. Agnes 
Duncan, a good Scotch dame, of noble birth, set 
sail ina stout ship for the infant republic. 
When in mid-ocean the elements set up a terri- 


ble bubbub, the rain came down in turrents, the 
waves roitied mountain high, and the supersti- 
tious Scotch dame, failing upon ber knees, 
rayed for delivery, vowing, in return for this 
u from merciful Providence, to buiid and 
endow a church whea sbe should reaod dry land. 

She arrived in Philadeiphia, and by her direc- 
tion a frame church’ was built on Thirteenth 
street, on the west side, baifway between Mar- 
ket and Filbert.

The church 
grew and prospered. and a number of the congre- 
gation, for their own convenience, established a 
private cemetery—the ove adjuining tbe Acade- 
my of Natural Sciences.

A brancy church 
or “chapel” was established at Twelfth and 
Walnut streets, presided over, in a spiritual 
sense. by one Kev.

One 
fine day in spring a mulberry sapling pushed 
ite way up through the grass at the head of the 
grave. arm air and svashine favored its 
growth, and it soon developed intoa healthy 
tree, bearing an abundance of blood-red mul- 
berries, which the children of the neiguberhood 
monopolized as a fruit created especially for the 
deiectation of their tender tes. Persons re- 
marked that the position of the mulberry tree 
was a strange one, but to this day the peculiar 
cause of its presence would probably not be 
known nad it not been for a quarrel which arose 
in the Blackwell church, and which finaiiy cui- 
minated in the trustees claiming as the property 
of the church the little graveyard.

The half - interest swindle comes once more 
to the front. Mr. Fred Trinder, an English- 
man by birth and a marble-polisner by trade, 
arrived. in this city about two weeks ago, 
possessed of some money, the accumulated 
savings of years, and acouple of letters of 
introduction. Mr. Trinder and his money 
have parted—this is a simple statement of 
fact not necessarily implying that a well- 
known and time-honored adage has received 
anothe? illustration. The particular scheme 
to which he fella victim is known as the 
giass-silveriug fraud, and has been repeat- 
edly written up in THe Tumor in common 
with other frauds of a similar character. In 
the issue of Feb. 10 the gilass-silvering 
scheme was described in detail, and in Tug 
Sunpay Tripune of last week another arti- 
cle on the balf-interest swindle was pub- 
lished in which special attention was drawn 
to the fact that this fraud was n being 
carried on by the same old gang of sharpers. 
‘ Trinder is a young man apparently ut 
22 years old, and buards at No, 7 North Clark 
street. Toa TRIBUNE reporter who called 
= him last evening he related the following 
story: 

HE SAW AN ADVERTISEMENT. 

“T came to this country about a 
and worked in N ashville, Tenn., — ebeal 
three weeks ago. leame to Chicago April 
26, two weeks ago Thursday last.

Their Seats Monday—Chaages in City 
Departments, | 
The City Council having canvassed the 

votes of the late municipal election Friday 

evening, and having declared the successful 
candidates duly elected, the new men of the 

Council will take their seats Monday night, 

and the old ones will retire. The new City 

Treasurer and the new City Clerk will take 

their seats a few days later. 

TREASURER AND CLERK. 

The new City Treasurer, John M. Dunphy, 
is of squat figure, with restless eye, a pleas- 
ant smile, a good round paunch, rather 
handsome, with hair and beard inclining to 
auburn. He was born about fifty years ago 
in New York State of Irish parents—some 
of the politicians swore last fall before elec- 
tion that he was a Pennsylvania Dutchman, 
but that Mr. Dunphy’s friends vigorously 
denied. He is a good fellow, genial, jovial, 
sets them up for the boys, not so frequently 
for himseif.

Bullding Operations. 

As the readers of Tur Tripuns have been 
informed from day to day, there has been no 
settlement of the difficulties which have ex- 
isted between the union bricklayers and 
the master masons and builders fer many 
weeks, and as near as can be learned the 
prospects for an early arrangement of affairs 
are by no means bright. Instead of lessening 
the drawback to dullding operations in the 
city and in the saburbs, a continuation of 
these difficulties simply inereases them, and 
at present the situation is a decidedly serious 
one. -That the bosses are in the right, and 
that their cause must eventually win, there 
can be no doubt. But in the meantime Chi- 
cago will suffer to an extent that cannot be 
easily computed, and in a way that should 
not be tolerated. it is well enough 
at for men who are wronged, 
as men have been and as men thay be to re- 
bel at any tyranny or oppression that may be 
put upon them; but when menof andoubted 


intelligence, as aclass, organize themselves 


inte a tyrannical society and adopt rules and 
forms are inimical to the interests not 
only of others but themselves, it is time that 
some means should be employed to change 
the current ot affairs. In the present in- 
stance there is no opportunity for the use of 
torce on either side, and the situauon has 
finally been narrowed duwn to point where 
it is a question which side is the strongest 
financially and has the greatest force of 
character. Up to the present time the 
strikers have received aid from fellow-work- 
men, few perhaps of whom were in sympathy 
with them, owing to the peculiar injustice 
of their cause, but how long they will 
be supported cannot now be told. In the 
meantime bosses are losing money, of 
course, and Chicago is be deprived of im- 
rovements that would add largely to her 
uty and commercial importance. For this 
the strikers are responsible, ‘They are fight- 
ing forthe enforcement of a rule that is in 
every way obnoxious to common sense, and 
the majority of them know it; but they are 
bound by the foolish ruling of a majority that 
has only the most selfish interests at stake, 
for itis composed mainly of men whe are 
not capable of earning much more, if halt, of 
the wages demanded for every member of the 
union, ‘ 

‘Phere is a chance, however, that on this 
oceasion these unionists will receive the de- 
feat they so justly deserve; but how soon it 
will come cannot be foretold. Non-union 
men are rapidly making their appearance in 


the city, and they are putto work as fast as. 


they arrive, and fortunately they are being 
rotected in their efforts to earn an honest 
iving. The bosses have had but one de- 
serter from their ranks, and he was a politi- 
cian who ely bid for votes, while the 
strikers have men from their ranks 
who could not longer forvear the inclination 
—_ on honest living when afforded an 
nity.

strike, and that should it now end the ag- 
gregate building of the season will fall far 
short of that figured upon during the winter.

How We Are Growing. 

The thousands of people in Chicago who 
seldom or never visit the termini of the 
various main arteries of trade which lead 
from the city’s heart have very little idea of 
the magnitude and the steady healthful 
growth that has taken piace since the great 


fire and is now gotnme forward. But afew 
years ago. it can readily be remembered, for 
instance, that Western avenue was the city 
limits, and at that. street ended allof the 
business of Madison and Lake streets, while 
neither the cars nok business had thought of 
dragging themselves through the mud and 
mire to that distance. Today, however, 
business has extended westward to- 
ward the park on both of these east- 
and-west streets, and the street-car ac 
commodations are good even beyond the 
park; and Van Buren street has seen her 
business grow with remarkable vigor even 
beyond Hlue Island avenue. Twelfth street 
and Blue Island avenue on the Southwest 
Side: West Chicago avenue, Indiana street, 
and Milwaukee avenue on the Northwest 
Side; State street, Cottage Grove avenue, 
Archer avenue, and Haisted street on the 
South Side; and Clark, Larrabee, and Halsted 
streets and Clybourn avenue on the North 
Side, all furnish evidences of this excellent 
growth. There has been nothing mushroom 
about it in any quarter. On the contrary, 
while many of the buildings at the extremi- 
ties of the streets are not large, they are sub- 
Stantial and are in every way worthy the 
thoroughfares of which they form a part. 
In the meantime the increase of good build- 
ings on the main ~portions of the 
streets has been lar and nearly every 
one has structures of which it may justly be 

roud, erected during the last two years. 

est Madison street, between Halsted and 
Western avenue, has been particularly fortu- 
nate in the matter of substantial and attract- 
ive buildings, anditis able to boastof one 
of the largest as well as most artistically con- 
structed business buildings in the city 
erected durifig the last year. The only streets 
that do not seem to improve by age are Van 
Buren and Lake, between Halsted street 
and the river. The improvements in this 
quarter have not been marked. Indeed, few 
new buildings and fewer noticeable repairs 
have been made on either street since the 
fire. In view of the fact that there is much 
room for improvement on these thorough- 
fares it is somewhat remarkable that some- 
thing has not been done in that direction. 
Further west, however, both streets have 
flourished, and give evidences of continued 
prosperity. 


A Violation of the Bualiding Ordinance. 

An interesting case under the building 
ordinance was tried in the Chicago Avenue 
Station yesterday morning before Justice 
Kaufmann and a jury. During the month 
of March Walker & Koester, saloonkeepers, 
began building a large wooden shed or pa- 
villon to be used for the purposes of a sum- 
mer garden at the corner of North Clark 
street and North avenue. Ex-Commissioner 
C. S. Waller’s residence on La Salle avenue 
adjoins Walker & Koester’s premises, and he 
complained to the Bailding Department that 
they were erecting a frame building within 
the city limits contrary to the building ordi- 
nance.

Artificial 
stimulants—ef which the “ colossal lying” 
of paid agents and correspondents may be 
taken as a sample—temporarily direct the 
immigration stream into certain channels, 
but, owing to the present facilities for travel 
in all directions, the reliable information sup- 
plied through special press representatives, 
and the special facilities offered by many 
railroad companies for prospecting before 
settiement, these stimulants are by no means 
go effectual as formeriy. 
THE CURRENT SETS TO THE NORTHWEST. 
There is no intention at present, however. 
to discuss the comparative advantages of any 
section or district, State or Territory, the 
particular point to which attention is now 
drawn being that latterly the tendency of the 
immigration current is in a northwestern di 
rection, and that this immigration necessarily 
flows via Chicago.

. THE “ RUNNER” NUISANCE. 


There is much more trouble and danger 
from emigrant runners at the Union Depot 
than any other in the city. Canal street from 
Madison to Jackson is composed mainly of 
“emigrant hotels” and restaurants, and

DANGERS AT THE DEPOT. 

The arrangements at all the depots are. 
comparatively satisfactory, but the trouble 
is that once outside the depot walls the im- 
migrants ate in the harids of robbers with 
whom they are totally unable to cope. They 
cannot even pass from one depot to another 
in safety. A common trick of the Union 
Depot runner is to seize a bundie or a baby 
and run off with it, thereby inducing the 
owner to follew, and soon the whole family 
wends its way to the shark hotel, with the 
triumphant runner and the bundle or the 
baby lead way. The city police 
should have power to stop this at least. In 
addition to the emigrants’ clearing-house 
and general temporary resting-place already 
referred te as being wanted in the city, an 
immense improvement would be effected by 
a System of summary jurisdiction in minor 
complaints, say by the appointment of a spe- 

emigrant-court commissioner with tne 
necessary powers. 

The German Aid Society pays more atten- 
tion to the labor-bureau department of its

* justly so. Still if the 
society could afford it there is a large field 
for labor at the depots, and the appointment 
of two or three special agents would be of 
immense advantage to the hundreds of Ger-

THE GERMAN PICKWICK. 


Baron Von Kometer Win Spend His 
Lie in the Cook County Jali Rather 
then Pay Alimony. 

Among the prisoners in the County Jail 18 
one who seems to be the victim of a capri- 
cious destiny, and whose history has no 
Small element of romance. This is Arthur 
von . Kometer. familiarly known as “the 
Baron,” and probably heis the only volun- 
tary boarderin the North-Side bastile. He 
isthe scion of a wealthy and blue-plooded 
Austrian family, and he wound up a career 
of pleasure at home by a freak which would 
entitle him to figure as the hero 
of a yellow-covered novel. He. fell 
in love with a maiden below bim 
in her station of life. and to the horror of bis 
parents he married her. This, of course, is 
the Baron’s version of the matter, and there 
is a possibility that he may have an abnorm- 
ally developed imagination. At any rate, 
parental despotism .drove him to this coun- 
try with his bride three years ago, and they 
settied in Chicago and had onechild. The 

oung man received weekly allowances 

rom Austria through the bankers Wassman- 
dort & Heinemann. 
THE BARON AND HIS WIFE FALL OUT. 

In the course of time Mrs. von Kometer 
obtained entrance to the best German circles 
in the city and was very highly thought of. 
She taught music and singing, and had the 

opinion of many prominent citizens. 

je has not lost good opinion, notwith- 
standing the charges recently brought 
against her by her husband. Eight months 
ago the Baron and his young wife, who had 
disagreed, carried their troubles into ‘tne 
courts, and the wife was granted 
separate maintenance. Arthur was or- 
dered to pay S88 a week alimony. 

He asked for his child, but Judge Barnum 

decreed that it must remain with the mother. 

The aristocratic young Austrian to avoid 

paying alimony then fled back to his. parental 

roof-tree. His reception could not have been 
like that of the prodigal son, for he found 
things so uncomfortable that he reappeared 

in this city within two months. He was im- 

mediately arrested and sent to jail for not 

paying alimony. Then his eccentric 
character manifested itself more strongly 
than ever. He asserted that never, 
under any circumstances, would he paya 
cent to his wife. Rather than do so he would 
remain in jail for the remainder of his life.

The Judge seemed to fully 
understand the eccentricity of the prisoner, 
and of the case without much de- 
lay. The prisoner was simply asked 
if he would pay the alimony, and 
when he replied, “Never,” he was remanded 
back to jail. He laughed with his lawyer 
and the liffs, and 3 stated 
that he would spend the remainder of his 
life behind iron bars before he would give a 
single cent to his young wife.

BUTLER AS A REFORMER. 


There Je Nothing but Notoriety for Him 
in e KFewkebury Investication. 
Bostew, Mass., May 12.—{Special.|—Gov. 
zutler closed his case in the Tewksbury 
Almshouse hearing today, and no one is 


more surprised than himself at its weakness.. 


He has really proved nothing, but he has 
gained his great objectiy .points—notoriety 
and political capital. pr other side out- 
lived its case today. will be proved by 
carefully-drawn plans that Butler’s witnesses 
tould not have seen the cruelties and body 
removals they swore to unless they could see 
through two brick walls: that the charges 
of cruelty, bad food, and starvation are false; 
that individual bath-tubs were put 
in ten years before it was testified that in- 
mates were compelled to bathe in a common 
tank. It will be admitted thatthe food was 
not entirely sufficient. It is not an alms- 
house—it is a great hospital—and $10,000 
should be expended there every year for del- 
icacies, and 85.000 to $10,000 should also be 
added to the appropriations bill for extra at- 
tendants. There was never a human skin 
tanned from a bodv whieh came from 
Tewksbury, and Brown, the coun- 
sel, challenges any one who had list- 
ened to the testimony to prove that 
there had. He will defend the practice of 
dissecting bodies, and show just how many 
had left Tewksbury. Somewhat over 500 
bodies had left Tewksbury, but no bodies 
ever went away from there previous to Octo- 
ber, 1874, and then they were sent to a great 
scientific man, who wanted them for a spe- 
cial parpose connected with the advance- 
ment of science. None whatever were ever 
sent to any institution. Not a single body 
taken up after burial had ever been sent 
away for the purpose of dissection, and 
it would be proved. Mr. Brown will 
make a general denial of all charges, and 
claim that the management was deserving 
of the highest eulogy as being superior to 
any other ke institution in the country; 
that, although the inmates had read the pa- 
pers freely since this investigation began, 
not asingle complaint had been made or a 
murmur heard. All is peace and quiet there, 
and the inmates are as happy as it is possible 
for them to be under such circumstances. 


WORK’S REJOINDER. 


The Philadelphia Street-Car Man Fears 


He Has Been Misrepresented in the 

Newspapers. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 12.—George F. 
Work, ex-President of the People's Passen- 
ger Railway Company, whose management 


was characterized by the investigating com- 


mittee as wasteful and extravagant, publishes 
a long review of the findings of the commit- 
tee. He instances three transactions in which 
the firm of Work & Co. are charged with 
more than $400,000, of which he 
claims to be able to prove the firm 
does not owe the company, comparatively, 
one dollar. In another transaction Work 
says the committee mention 207 bonds which 
they charge to the firm at par, or $207,000, 
but overlook the fact that the company bor- 
rowed, received, and spent money on those 
bonds to the amount of nearly $125,000, 
“The four items,” Work says, “alone 
amounting to over $700,000, may not be of 
much account to the committee who are not 
the ones called on to pay them, but they 
make quite a serious reduction in the $065,- 
000 we are reported in Chicago and New 
York papers to have stolen.” 


LONDON’S WINE-VAULTS, 

[Landon Letter in Boston Herald. — The wine- 
vaults of London are not to be seen everv day 
or by every person. The other day I was fort- 
unate enough to secure a “tasting order,” and 
I, m company with one or two others, made a 
tour of the St. Katherine's and London Dock 
vaults. Isaw over 8,000,000 packages of port 
and sherry, over 1,000,000 of claret, and 500,000 of 
spirits. They were in vast tuns, hogsheads, 
casks, and barreis, aud the total amount in 
storage was 260,000,000 gallons. In fact, there 
were six and half gallons for every man, 
woman, and ch¥id of the population of Great 
Britain. Some of it had been in store for years. 
The owners had forgotten about it, and the old 
and moldy casks had rotted away at their chines 
and had been several times replaced. One lot 
of 1,000 galjons of sherry bad been in the vaults 
for nearly tifty years. It was brought from the 
south of Spain by its owner, who had fallen dead 
in the vaults. The wine, along with bis other 
property, had passed into chancery. aad the 
litigation, which has continued for nearly half a 
century, is as far from being ended, apparentiy, 
as when it bezwun. But the wine has been grow- 
ing old and valuable, and if sold now would 
probably bring five guiness a gallon.

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Why the City Council Will Not 
Pass an Ordinance 
for One. 


Frank Adams Gives the Law as It Now 
is—What the Legislature Is 
Doing. 


The air around the City-Hall is full of 
rumors about elevated railway schemes 
which are to be sprung on the next Council 
for the purpose of enriching the ring and 
speculators inside the Council. It will be re- 
membered that the City Council dur- 
ing last fall was ré@quested to grant 
franchises for elevatea roads which were to 
run from the heart of the city to nearly all 
the suburbs through a number of the most 
important streets. Remonstrances almost 
without number were sent to the Council 
protesting against an elevated road on every 
street threatened by the projectors, and the 
Council, after considerable delay in the Com- 
mittee on Railroads, placed all the schemes 
on file. This was done, however, less in 
obedience to the wishes of the remonstrants 
than on account of an opinion of Corpora- 


tion-Counsel Adams, who held that the Coun- 
cil could not grant the franchise in question 
except with the consent and on petition of a 
majority of the property-owners. For atime 
the elevated-railway projectors rested on 
their oars, but lately they have begun again 
to agitate the question, and a good many 
Aldermen are said to look forward to golden 
harvests from elevated railroad companies in 
the near future. Up to this time the, 
Council has, however, tabled all petitions 
and ordinances: for elevated roads except 
one, which is for an elevated road on State 
street and Wabash avenue, introduced 
April 23 by Ald. Cullerton and referred to 
the Kailroad Committee. | 

MR. FARWELL’S OPINION. 

One of the projectors of the first elevated 
railroad scheme brought before the Council 
was C. B. Farwell. A reporter asked him 
yesterday what he knew of elevated rail- 


roads. 
“Probably less than anybody else in Chi- 
cago, was the reply. 

* But you are the Treasurer of one of the 
elevated railroad companies, the one in 
which Mr. Louis Wahl and Mr. Hannahs 
were also interested?“ 

* So 1 was, to be sure, but 1 have nothing 
whatever to do now with any elevated rail- 
road. This very morning I read an opinion 
of Mr. Adams, the Corporation Counsel, and 
became convinced that it would cost 82.000. 
000 per mile to build elevated roads here in 
Chicago, and that it would be use- 
less to think of elevated roads un- 
til the laws are changed. As. the 
law stands now an elevated road ean only be 
built in any street when property-ownérs 
representing a majority of the street front 
petition the Council to grant the right of 
way, and even then all the remaining prop- 
erty-owners can sue the builders for dam- 
ages, which in my opinion would beawarded 
in each and every case. I sent a copy of that 
opinion to Mr. Louis Wahl, who, after read- 
ing it, will probably think about elevated 
roads as 1 do.“ 

After having received the further assur- 
ance from Mr. Farwell that he knew nothing 
of the elevated railruvuad scheme introduced 
into the Council by Mr. Cullerton, the re- 

rter left Mr. Farwell with the feeling that 

1e certainly was mistaken when he claimed 
to know less about elevated railroads than 
anybody else in Chicago, for he had shown a 
very clear idea of the situation. 

Ald. Sheridan, the Chairman of the Rail- 
road Committee, was asked about the petition 
and ordinance for an etevated railroad 
introduced by § Ald. Cullerton, and 
referred to his committee. He said the peti- 
tiop, which referred to che Chicago Ele- 
vated Railroad Company,” and was signed 
by its President and Secretary, whose names 
had slipped his memory, had not yet been 
considered by his committee for lack of a 
quorum, and would now go to the new Coun- 
cil, No particulars about the extent of the 
franchise asked for in the petition could be 
learned from the Alderman. 


FRANK ADAMS’ OPINION. 


It may be well to give in this connection a 
short synopsis of the opinion of Mr. Francis 
Adams on the subject of elevated railroads, 
which was communicated to the Council 
Jan. 22 last, and caused not only the eo 
of the elevated railroad measure then pend- 
ing, but also the conviction in the minds of Mr. 
Farweil and other gentlemen that it is weil 
nigh impossible to get the right of way for 
an elevated railroad in the City of Chicago. 

In his opinion Mr. Adams alludes first to 
the tendency of the framers of the Constitu- 
tion of this State to prevent injury to prop- 
erty-holders by the construction and opera- 
tion of railways in the streets of cities and 
the consequent provision that the General 
Assembly shall pass no law granting the 
right to construct and operate 9 street- 
railroad in any city, town, or incorporated 
village without including as a condition 
precedent the achuirug of the consent of 
the local authorities having the control of 
the streets or highways proposed to be occu- 
pied by such street-railroad. He then re- 
cites the several acts of the Legislature in 
regard to the franchises for street-railroads, 
as contained in the act for the incorporation 
of cities and villages of 1872, the present city 
charter, in au act concerning corporations of 
the same year. in an act in regard to elevated 
ways of 1875, and in the horse and dummy 
railroad act of 1874. 

Mr. Adams points out that in the city 
charter the Council is expressly prohibited 
from granting the right to lay down any 
railroad track in any street of the city toany 
horse or steam railway company except upon 
a petition of the owners of more than one- 
halt the frontage of the street, and holds 
that the consent of the city authorities, 
which is declared necessary in all the other 
acts mentioned relating to railroads, elevated 
ways, etc., can only be givenin accordance 
with the provision of the city charter—thatis 
to say, only upon petition of the owners of 
more than one-half of the frontage of the 
streets in which a right of way is sought. 

He further holds that the provisionin the 
city charter prohibitmg the Council frem 
granting the right to lay down railroad 
tracks in the streets of the city except upon 
a petition, as cited above, is not confined to 
horse and steam railways alone, but 
must be applied to all railroads in 
streets, no matter what the motive power 
used in operating them. He proves from a 
large number of authorities that remedial 
acts must always be construed to include 
every possible variety of causes which can 
bring about t damage sought to de 
remedied. It was clearly the intent of the 
General Assembly, he holds, to prevent 
damage abutting on the streets by the con- 
struction and operation of railroads in the 
streets, by placing it in the power of the . 
owners of more than one-half of the front- 
age to prevent such construction and opera- 
tion by withholding their consent. it was not 
the power used which constituted the damag 
if any, but the railroaa and the operation o 
the cars thereon, by whatever power oper- 
ated. If the actin question did not mention 
electric, elevated, or cable roads, and 
apparently referred to horse or 
steam roads exclusively, it came simply 
from the fact that those varieties of street- 
railroads were at the time of the passage of 


certainly was the intention ef the Legisla- 
ture ty include every form of street-railway. 
Beside, it was a principle of law that a 
remedial statute shall be extended to later 
provisions made by subsequent statutes, and 
that a statute may extend to matters of a 
subseq uent creation. 

The whole gist ot Mr. Adams’ opinion 
may be expressed as follows: No street- 
rallways of any kind, whether elevated or 
on grade, or operated by horse-power, steam- 
power, electricity, or any other power, can 
be built or operated in any street of any city 
except by the consent of the city authorities, 
and this consent can only be granted upon 
the petition of the ownersof more than one- 
balf of the frontage of the streets sought to 
be used for railroad purposes. 

As Mr. Adams’ opinion is fortified by 
numerous authorities, and also apveals to 
the cominon sense, it may be taken for sound 
law, and should therefore act as a damper 
on all schemes looking to an introduction 
of elevated railroads into the streets of this 
city by simply getting the good wili of the 
Council, Only when the owners of the 
majority of frontage abutting on streets 
want elevated roads itis possible for them to 
be built and operated, whatever the views of 
the Council and others as to the necessity of 
the elevated roads ma be. 

WHY NO ORDINANCE WILL PASS. 


There are no doubt several persons who 
are anxious to get through the City Council 
ordinances giving them the right to build 
elevated ruads on the leading streets in Chi- 
cago, and no doubt they are willing to put up

ACTION AT SPRINGFIELD. 


There passed through the Senate and was 
seut to third reading in the House Wednes- 
day a bill introduced by ex-Senator George 
E. Adams, who has resigned in consequence 
of his election as United States Representa- 
tive. it relates to the right of way for ele- 
vated and other street railways. ‘The law at 
present provides that such railways can be 
constructed and operated through any street 
when permitted by the Council and by one- 
half of the ownership of the lands adjoining 
or fronting upon the street designa The 
bill now under consideration makes it neces- 
sary to have the consent of three-quarters of 
the ownership of such property. 

The importance of the change can be read- 
ily appreciated by any one who will look at 
it. t will prevent the appropriation of 
streets to the use of monopolies, except un- 
der circumstances that cannot in the light of 
present possibilities occur. It was in charge 
of Representative Stimming, of Cook County 
in the House, who called it up fora second 
reading Wednesday, when an opposition of a 
very unexpeeted nature was developed, tak- 
ing the shape of an amendment which would 
have been tatal to it if adopted. The debate 
which ensued was very animated, Mr. J, 
Frank Lawrence coming promptly to Col. 
Stimming’s ald, while the opposition to the 
bill was led by Messrs. Crafts and Sexton, 
both of Cook County. Private explanations 
on the floor were required to show that no 
public interests were at stake in the defeat 
of the measure. It is believed that the bill is 
now safe for passage. 


NEWS ITEMS FROM WASHINGTON,

The sight of the eye 
has been very gre impaired, so much so that 
itis dovbtful if the gan may ever be as 
as it once was, but total bliudness bas not yet 
supervened, The Major. who recently returned 
from his trip to Philadelphia, where he went to 
consult eminent oculists, is very far from veing 
u well man, and it will be many months before 
he can fully resume his scientific labors. 


The Land Office has received intormation 
that, nutwithstanding the recent order of the 
Secretary of the Interior, wire fences are still 
being built across the public domain in many of 
tne Western States, and that, in a recent in- 
stance in Nebraska, a large tract has been so 
fenced as to obstruct a United States mai route. 
The department will zive this matter immediate 
attention, and it is believed that existing laws 
are sulliciently stringent to visit severe penal- 
ties upon those who thus unlawfully seek to 
appropriate the public domain to their own use. 


The Supervising Inpector-General of 
Steam boats is now engaged in the preparation 
for Western rivers of a system of regulations 
for prominent display on board of vessels, as- 
signing to each member of a crew a special duty 
in case of an aiarm of fire. In doing this he 
has invited suggestions from each of the Super- 
vieing Inspectors. Nearly ali have responded, 
and the matter furnished. besides being singu- 
lariy clear and intelligent, agrees closely in 
nearly all the principal points. There are slignt 
differences of course, but it isn’t expected mat 
any of the Iuspectors will oppose the adoption 
of a form embodying the best featuresof ail. 


By direction of Engineer-Commissioner 
Lydecker, a very important change, which 
merits general attention in the country, is being 
made in all the school buildings of this district. 
All exit-doors are being so changed as to swing 
outward into halis, and those from halls outward 
into the street. In addition brick walls are to 
be substituted for all wooden partitions. 
Wooden stairways and cases are to be removed 
and made tireproot. Tnese changes are only 
needed iu the older buildings. Those erected 
within the last five years have been as nearly 
fireproof as possible, and all stairways, doors. 
and bails dave been coustructed with special 
reference to safety in case of fire. 


Congress, having been led to see the value 
of the work carried on by the Geologic Survey 
and the Bureau of Ethnology, provided for both 
more liberally than usual in its last annual ap- 
propriation bills, and the management of the 
two are preparing for an active season. A field 
party goes this week to New Mexico tor work in 
the Southwest, with headquarters at Fort Defi- 
ance, N. M. Triangulation and topographical 
work will be carried oa in the Yeliowstone re- 
gion, Appalachian Mountain chain, and the 
Cuscade region of California, as well as opera- 
tions among the mining regivus of Denver and 
Load ville, Colo, and the quicksilver deposits of 
California. In the tleld of ethnologic research, 
mound-work in the Mississippi Valley. and New 
Mexico, and Arizona will be prosecuted vigor- 
ously, and collections will be made from various 
tribes of utensiis and implements. The Pueblos 
of the Southwest bave been well nigh exhausted, 
and the bureau agents are now called upon to 
go into other regions.

In the afternoon he remains ia the front ball in 
readi ness to announce visitors or to receive the 
cards left.

VALETS. 


Valets are generally kept by singie and elderly 
gentiemen, and seldom by married wen, unless 
noblemen or persons of considerabie wealth. 
Single men require the services of a valet uniess 
they keep a butler and footman, and elderly 
gentiemen often require a valet for constant 
personal attendance which a butler cannot sat- 
isfactorily give because of other duties.

ing. packing and

BUTLERS. 


The office of butler is an ancient and respousi- 
ble one. He is respousibie for the property in 
his charge and for the servants under bim, the 
footmen. A butier 1 bis 1 by 
beginuing as uoder tman. The butler das 
charge of the piate chest, and is responsible for 
its vaiuable contents. It is bis duty to see every 
night that the piateis carefully pas away, end 
he gives it out ju the morning to be cleaned. He 
also gives out plate used at dinner parties or 
balls. He has charge of the wine-cellar, and the 
cellar- boot is the check upon him as to the quau- 
tity of wine drank ma given time. The master 
of every establishment keeps the keys of 
his wine-cellars, and gives out so many dozen 
of wine for the week or month. The butler en- 
ters into the cellar-boox« amount of wine 
given out and the number Of botties and kind 
of wine drank each day. The butler decants 
the wine for luncheon or dinner, and puts away 
the decanters after each meal. Bottling wine 
and brewing beer are two important duties, the 
latter being confined to households in the coun- 
try. A master of a house tastes, ch and 
buys his own wine. Where a valet is not Kept it 
is a butier’s duty to valet his master. When two 
or three footmen are kept a butler waits at 
breakfast, luncheon, tea and dinner, and over- 
looks the arrangements of the tabie for each 
meal. During the afternoon he remains in the 
front hall in readiness to announce visitors. It 
is his duty throughout the day tosee that every- 
thing is ja its place and order iu the drawing- 
room, morutug- room. and library; the biinds up 
or dowa as the case may be, writing-tabies in 
order, books rearranged, newspapers cut, aired, 
and folded for use, fires attended to by the foot- 
mas,etc. Where there is but-one footman a 
large portion of the pantry work falls to his 
share, such as laying the table and clearing 1, 
cieanmg tno plate, and attending to the lamps. 
When the footman is out with the carriage the 
butler assumes his duties. 


FOOT MEN. 


When two or three footmen are kept, the 
head footman, although in livery, is termed the 
under butler. The second fvotman, where 
three are kept, is termed the lady's footman. In 
the division of work, where two or three foot- 
men are kept, the third performs such duties as 
beinging in coals and wood, cleaning knives and 
boots, and, io the country., pumping or 
drawing water for daily use, while the under 
butler and second footman clean the plate, 
trim and eleau the lamps, and where a 
stillroom maid isnot kept they aiso wash the 
breakfast and tea services. Their daily round 
is to rise at 6:30 iu summer and 7 in winter; 
take coals to the sitting-room; clean the boots; 
trim the lamps; clean the plate; lay the din- 
ner-table; go out with the curriage in the aft- 
ernoon; anewer the door-beil; close tne shut- 
ters in the sitting-rooms; attend the tires 
therein throughout the day and evening; to

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were generally 
stronger Saturday, with a fair volume of busi- 
ness. Grain was firm throughout, wolle provis- 
ions weakened early in the day, but reacted in 
sympathy with breadstuffs. The cool weather 
was, perhaps, an moe cause of firmness; 
there was little else to ce higher prices. 

Provisions were active and irregular, being 
tame early im the day, but strong later. Pork 
advanced 20c on the near futures and closed 16 
Aue above the latest prices of Friday, at 
$20.10 tor June and $20.30 for July. Year pork 
sold down 150 early in the day, and was 
popularly supposed to be beared by par- 
ties who wanted to depress the mar- 
ket on other deliveries, but reacted, and 
closed at an improvement of 50. Lard advanced 
7%c and closed 5@7\%c “better,” at $11.9744 for 
Jane and $12.07% for July. Kt advanced ic on 
the year delivery, but was weak for May, there 
being more offered for this Month than was 
wanted. Sbort ribs advanced 5@7\c, and closed 
tirm at $10.77% for June and $10.90 for July. 
There was very littie shipping demand for either 
lard or meats, and the local bog market was 
easier, while some parties remarked that the 
high prices paid for lard are bringing it in from 
all over creation, and some folks guessed that 
holders are growing tired. But, the strength in 
grain acted on the market for products. The 
packing of this city since the close vf February 
includes 372,000 bogs, against 569,009 for the same 
time in 1882, and 555,000 for do in 1881. 

Fiour was quiet, but strong.’ The majority of 
holders were asking higher prices, which re- 
stricted business, as most of the buying orders 
from outside were limited to previous figures. 
The coarse millstuffs were firm with only a mod- 
erate supply. 

Wheat was moderately active and agaiu 
strong, especiaily on the more deferred futures. 
August closed Id higher, while the nearer de- 
liveries advanced ic and closed e above the 
latest prices of Friday, at $1.14% bid for June 
and $1.17 bid for July. The British markets 
were quoted firm, and a good many people sup- 
posed the clique to have sold out; but the weath- 
er was cool, and the Washington report seemed 
to have produced an effect in the country, bring- 
ing a good many orders from the West, nearly 
allot them being to buy for delivery on the 
new crop. A good many people here bad gone 
short Friday, expecting weakness, and these 
helped the demand Saturday when they found 
the world outside was strotig. There was a 
widespread disposition to ODelieve that the 
Washington figures bave underestimated the 
damage. There was no apparent wakeoing up 
of interest in Europe over the question of our 
crop shortage, but quiet whispers of improved 
demand, and rumors of cargo sales in New York 
on the basis of about $1.21 for spring and #1.24% 
for red winter. The existence of a large visible 
supply, nearly 21,000,000 bu, tended to keep 
down — 2 present dellvery. The belief in 
the future is sufficiently shown by the fact that 
year wheat sold Saturday at the same price as 
May, and september was even a little stronger 
than August. Such conditions have never be- 
fore been met with in the history of the trade. 

Corn was active and very strong, advancing 
1%@l\c and closing fully le above the latest 
prices of Friday, at Jae bid for June and 58%e 
bid for July. The market was excited almost 
from the outset (though quoted dull in Liver- 
pool) by the fact of cool weather and reports of 
corn rotting in the ground or refusing to sprout. 
The shorts filled vigorously, and other op- 
erators were changing from one month 
to another, particularily, from June to July. 
There was a good shipping demand, and new 
mixed advanced le. Part of the charters, how- 
ever, were for corn bought previousiy. Some 
parties characterized the upturn as a “seed- 
scare, and there is probably a good deal in that 
idea, as there were more buying orders in from 
the country than for a long time previously. 

Oats were quiet early, but later in the day the 
market showed firmness in sympathy with the 
strength in wheat. There was no trading in No. 
2 spot, the price at the close being Aike, or Me 
above the best price of the day before, Futures 
advanced G, the latest transactions being 
‘gc under the best figures of the day. Seller the 
year was quiet at nne. Samples went out 
rather slowly ata shade better than Friday's 
prices, 

Rye was quiet and firm, with car-lots No. 2 
selling at Ge. Seller May and June sold at an 
advance of Mane over the prices of Friday. 
Sam pie lots quiet. 

Barley was quiet, with no trading from store, 
and very little done in samples. Nos. 2 and 3 
spot were nominal at the prices of the day pro- 
vious.

Trinity Episcopal Church is, after St.

ried, name of officiating clergyman, and 
names of witnesses; burials, with date of 
burial, time of death, place of interment, 
name of officiating clergyman, and now 
cause of death. These records are complete 
since the organization of the church,with the 
exception of one volume, which was de- 
stoyed in the The present rector, the 
Rev. Kk. A. Holland, has added a family list 
to the record, and now the information given 
is very complete. All the records of St. 
James were burnt up. 
THE PRESBYTERIANS, ETC. 

Dr. Herrick Johnson, pastor of the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church, was asked what were 
the regulations governing the Kee ping of 
church records in the Presbyterian Church. 
He said that, as a rule, no record of mar- 
riages was kept except for the private use of 
the pastor, as p.stors consider that they have 
relieved themselves of all responsibility in 
this matter when they return the marriage 
license to the County Clerk. A record of 
baptisms and aamissions to church mempber- 
ship is kept, however, and such records are 
generally authentic, as they are carefully 
registered by the pastors of churches them- 
selves. The baptismal records of the Seeond 
Church were saved, and Dr. Patterson has all 
the memoranda of the many marriages he 
performed. 

Like the Presbyterians, the Congregation- 
alists keep no marriage records other than 
private memoranda for the use of the minis- 
ter who performs the marriage ceremony. 
A strict record of all baptisms and admis- 
sions to church membership is kept, how- 
ever. The oldest baptismal record of the

In each pastoral charge there 
is a committee appointed to examine these 
records and report the result of their exami- 
nation to the quarterly confereuce or district 
assemblage presided over by an Elder.

New System of Partial Prohibition 
Rigorous Means Proposed. 

Orrawa, Ont., May 11.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Beatty, M. P., is agitating his new system of 
partial prohibition. It proposes to do away 
with the sale and manufacture of spirits, and 
permit the use only of good beer and light 
wines. In this way he argues that the reve- 
nue from intoxicating liquers will be grad- 
ually decreased, and will eventually enable 
the Government to successfully, grapple 
with the greater question of total prohibi- 
tion. Mr. Beatty’s system has many sympa- 
thizers in the House of Commons. ,

Sub-Committee have decided to recommend 
that there shall be one hotel or saloon license 
to every 250 of the population up to 1,000, 
apd one tor every 500 of the rest.

1,000 over the first 1,200. From ail that can 
be’ — one may anticipate that 
the bill will be a good one, and 
will give great satisfaction to the 
friends of temperance reform. It is also un- 
derstood that a husband is empowered to 
prevent liquor-dealers supplying liquor to 
the wife, and vice versa, where excessive 
use is the rule. Dealers are prohibited sup- 
plying minors under 16 years altogether.

Landmarks of IAte to Be Found on @ 
New Wear’s-Day JOurney. 

The following essay was written by the 
Hon. Schuyler Colfax for the Congregation- 
alist, in which paper it appeared the 3d of 
last January. It impressed itself so strong- 
ly on the mind of a gtntleman whose expe- 
rience and observation cover more than half 
a century of active business life that he has 
had it reprinted for distribution among his 
young friends. While the paper in question 
will thus reach many, yet it seems deserving 
of the wider publicity which will be secured 
for it by its appearance in the columns of 
Tue Trieune. Following is the article: 


The urst and most important of these which 
we discern as we journey ona life's highway bas 
inscribed upon it Character. An able writer has 
sharply and tersely drawn the contrast between 
it and reputation tbus: ‘Character is what the 
man really is, while reputation ie what the world 
considers him.“ To state this point with even 
a more forcible illustration, the Savior's cbar- 
acter was divine; but His reputation with the 
unbelieving Jews was tha. of an imposter, who 
consorted with publicaus and sipners.. It may 
be, as it so often is, misrepresented by enemies. 
it may be, as it sometimes is, misunderstood or 
doubted by friends. Vilifiers and malignants, 
Idle gossipers or wanton liars may assai it. But 
men, like nations, are often purified and 
strengthened by trials. An injustice, borne 
nobly and bravely, often develops character far 
more than popularity and prosperity. 

Mr. Smiles, in one of his most valuable works, 
gives us a vivid illustration of the true value of 
obaracter. After calimg it “the greatest mo- 
tive power in the worid,”” de says: “Genius 
commands admiration, but character commands 
res The former, genius, is the product of 
brain-power. The latter, character, isthe prod- 
uct of heart-power. And, in the long run, it is 
the beart that rules in life. Even in active 
business intellect is often not as potential as 
character. Men of genius are tosociety as its in- 
tellect, men of character as its conscience, and 
while the former are admired, the latter are fol- 
lowed and revered.” 

Said George H. Lewes: “Character is built out 
of circumstances. From exactly the same ma- 
terials one man builds palaces while another 
builds hovels. And as like naturally begets like, 
and good begets good, the man of good charac- 
ter, in a workshop or a community, will give 
tone to his comrades and elevate them all, while 
those of bad character and debased lives will 
lower and degrade their fellows.“ And an oid 
proverb tells us the same truth: “The strong 
man and the waterfall channei their own path,“ 
and | can add, often mark out and channel the 
pathway of owers. 

As we move onward we find another landmark 
of life inscribed Good Habits.” Few of us 
realize bow potentially our lives are influeoced, 
and literally dominsted, by our daily habits. 
Shakspeare taught us “how use doth breeda 
habit in a man: and Bacon expressively as- 
serted that “habits, wisely formed, become 
truly our second nature; Paley also expressed 
the same idea in striking language when be said 
that “man was but a bundle of habits, acting 
far more frum habit than reflection”; while 
Cowper, tn his immortal verse, did not assert too 
strongly that 

Habits are soon assumed. But when we strive 

To strip them, tis like being flayed alive. 

How important, then, ta be rooted and ground- 
ed, or, to use a better word, anchored on good 
habits. Arnold, io that most valuable work, 
“ Turning- Points in Lite.“ waros us all, young 
and oid, that those whose careless and un- 
gmuarded youth have been spent in the evil 
Slavery of evil babits are heavily weighted in 
the race of lite.“ 
too, is another landmark, “ Know!l- 
Knowledge, however, is not what we 
learn, but what we retain. It is not what 
people eat, but what they digest, chat makes 
them strong. It is not the amount of money 
they bandie, but what they save, that makes 
them rich. It is not, therefore, what they studs, 
but what they remember, that makes them 
learned. Nievubr, the great historian. gave one 
hour daily to what he rewarded us the indispens- 
able duty of clearing up and setting nis 
thoughts on the subjects he had studied. And 
Prof. Bartlett, of Dartmouth, forcibly insists 
that many men Koow more than is healthy, and 
might better have read less and thought more, 
thus increasing mental muscle rather than adi- 
pose. 
possessing his inteliectual acquisitions, incor- 
rating them literally into himself. Thus 
ebster exhibited bis great power in mastering 
his case so thoronghly and stating it so clearly 
that it seemed too vw to be argued about. 
And thus Abraham Lincoln, the master logician 
of his times, exhibited that remarkable power 
of presenting issues so tersely, but also so sim- 
piy and clearly. and thus so strongly and effect- 
ively, to the comprehension of the very bum- 
biest among his bearers or readers. 

Very comprehensive indeed are the inscrip- 
tions we disvern on? next landmark in our 
pathway—” Seif-Cont and Seit- Reliance.“ 
One of our wisest philosophers has in- 
sisted that every ebullition of ungovernabie 
temper, every bot outburst of passion, wears so 
rougbly and gratingly on our complicate human 
machinery that it actually shortesgs human life. 
But the conquerer of temptation is a greater 
hero than even the conquerer of passion. The 
man who stands erect, with bis heel on the by- 
dra-heuded demon of temptation, has now 
greater giory than many a gifted statesiman, 
than many a conquering chief. Our taint of 
sin opens a hundred avenues to the tempter. 
To ciose them all, and to be true to principle 
and duty, is to honor your owa life while you 
bless mankind. Without this firm, inflexible 
seif-control our life is like a ship, well 
built and nobly launched it may de. 
but without compass or rudder, blown about by 
every wind, tossed to and fro by every gale, till 
at last stranded hopelessiy and ruinously upon 
the But with it, it is like the same ship, 
witha strong arm at the helm that hoids her 
tirmly to ber course when the storm-cioud luw- 
ers and the tempests rage, that avoids the dan- 
gerous shoals, and hidden rocks, and frowning 
breakers, and brings ber at last, safely and tri- 
umphbantly, into port. i 

As we journey onward our next landmark 
speaks to us of Progress. It is nut true that 
the world is retrograding—that the spadow is 
going back ward upon our mighty dial. For our 
views of the past are like the twilight vision of 
an old temple, in which alone its grandeur is 
observable, while every minor defect is thrown 
into an unnoticed suade.“ Away, then, with the 
sneer which clouds too many faces when the 
word progress is uttered! It hesitates not to 
turn its back upon the past when the dungeon 
and the stake, the rack and the thumb-screw of 
that tare brought before it for its judgment. 
It points ia triumph to the statute-book which 
tells us that, ia our own America, not 
a State clings to the vid doctrine that 
itis a crime deserving of imprisonment to be 
bonestly r. It opens to your view, on the 
right hand and the left, our benevorent asylums, 
where you find no fetters or scourgings, as in 
the gloomy past, for the wild delirium of the in- 
sane, and where the blind are almost made to 
sec and the dumb are literally euabled to speak. 
It shows you in our poorbouses how society, in- 
stead of leaving tne pauper by the roadside to 
die, makes the whole property of the Statea 
fund, by tax, on which his pathway to the grave 
may be most kindly smoothed; it rears homes 
for the friendiess and asylunis for the inebriate; 
it forgets not even the degraded convict; it 
feeds the famine-stricken in distant lands, 
bound to us dy no tie but that of a com- 
mon humanity; it sends missionaries to 
the darkest regions of heatbenism; 
tempers the horrors of war, and it 
heightens and brightens the glories and the 
blessings of peace; it shatters the fortress of 
human slavery in the Old World and the New, 
though bastioned by centuries, and lifts miliions 
from serfdom to mannood by a fiat so potential 
as to crush all opposition, whether from ancient 
prejudice or modera sophistry. It is the key- 
note of all beneficent reforms. It is the ring- 
ing oblast before which many a strong 
tower of superstition, many a Malakoff of 
wrong, buttressed far more than Jericho's walls. 
have fallen.

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Anniversary of the Western Unitarian 
School Society. 

The anniversary meeting of the Western 
Unitarian Sunday-School Society was held 
yesterday in Unity Church, corner of Dear- 
born avenue and Walton place. The sery- 
ices were opened at 9 o’clock a. m. with a 


song service, led by the Rev. J. V. Blake, 
which continued for an hour. Mr. Blake, 
President of the society, then delivered his 
annual address. He called attention to the 
fact that the society had been incorporated 
since the last annual meeting. Its affairs 
had always been conducted in a business- 
like manner, and all its officers had 
given their services gratuitously. In the li- 
braries of the Sunday-schools underits juris- 
diction a new quality of literature had been 
introduced, which was more adapted to the 
intellectual and moral needs of the voung. 
‘The relations of the society with the Eastern 
Unitarian societies had been of the most cor- 
dial nature. 

Mrs. Ellen T. Leonard, Secretary, in her 
annual report said that circulars had been 
sent out to all the Sunday-schools within the 
jurisdiction of the society. But, out of 
ninety-three, only thirty-nine had returned 
the necessary statistics. In twenty-eight 
schools $1,469 had been raised, and in 
sixteen schools $1,716. The average attend- 
ance of pupils in the schools reporting 
had been during the year three-fourths of the 
total enrollment. Most of the schools had 
expressed a preference for holding their 
meetings during the noon hour. iter teach- 
ers and the codperauon of parents in the Sun- 
day-school work was earnestly desired, 
Many of the schools had formed themselves 
into benevolent societies and were doing a 
good work in relieving distress. 

Mr. Myron Leonard, Treasurer, reported 
the cash on hand May 1, 1882, $59: the re- 
ceipts during the year, 82.379; the expendi- 
tures, $2,311; balance remaining in treasury, 
$68. Money to the amount of nearly $1,000is 
due to the society. During the day seventy- 
five annual memberships at $1 each and nine 
life memberships at $10 each had been sub- 
scribed for. 

Mrs. C. II. Parker, Quincy, Ills., in a paper 
on “Infant Class Work.“ related her ex- 
perience in the Sunday-school room with the 
younger children, and suggested what she 
deemed the best means to be emploved b 
teachers in preparing them for future knowl- 
edge and usefulness. She was followed by 
Miss Blanch Detaplaine, Madison, Wis., who 
in acomprehensive paper discussed “*Sun- 
day-School Philanthropies.” Mr. G. E. Gor- 
don, Milwaukee, opened the discussion on 
these papers which was engaged in by sev- 
eral members ot the society. 

An election for officers resulted in the fol- 
lowing being chosen; President, J. V. Blake. 
Chicago; Vice-President, Mrs. J. T. Sun- 
derland, Ann Arbor, Mich.; Secretary, Mrs. 
Ellen T. Leonard, Chicago; Treasurer, Myron 
Leonard, Hyde Park; new Directors, J. V. 
Blake, Myron Leonard, Mrs. D. N. Utter. 
Mrs. E. A. West, Chicago; N. M. Mann, 
Rochester.

CHICAGO, May 11L—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. ] — There are, as far as I have been able to 
ascertain, some twenty-three men who are Irish 
by birth or descent in the present Lilinois Legis- 
lature. All of these gentiemen are men of fair 
intelligence, some of more than average ability, 
and every manamong them is free to say that 
he has deep love for his countrymen, is imbued 
with the spirit of Irish patriotism, and would 
make any sacrifices for the betterment of his 
kindred and his race.

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“JIM” BENNETT. 


Some of the ** Escapades” of the Owner 
of the New York “ Heraid.” 

[Freund’s Daily, New York,|—Mr. S. S. 
Chamberlain was until recently the private 
secretary of Mr. James Gordon Bennett. His 
gallant defense of his late chief’s yacht ad- 
venture would be very plausible anywhere 
the said chief is not known. To those who 
know him, like the members of the Union 
Club and the Yacht Club, the Polo Club and 
the Racquet Club, the probability of the 
story carries conviction of its truth. These 
gentlemen remember the time when Mr. 
Bennett invited a party of ladies at Newport 
to a luncheon on his yacht, and then 
and caused great uneasiness 
ashore by his unexplained absence, 
which continued far into the (night.

I'm sea-sick!” to the intense amuse- 
ment of Bennett, who insisted on his taking 
some jalap which he had ready. Now I can 
tell you a story which is new.“ The night 
before he left this country this last time he 
went into the Union Club, and invited those 
he found there, some twenty-odd, all his per- 
sonal old acquaintances, to supper aboard 
the Namouna, lying at the foot of Twenty- 
third street, North River. 

The invitation was accepted by all hands, 
several stipulating that they were to be land- 
ed by 12 p. m., and ordering carriages to meet 
them at that hour, as they had previous en- 
gagements. Carriages were o ed, end the 
party soon found themselves aboard the pala- 
tial miniature steamer. The table in the 
spacious saloon was set for a larger party, 
and there was every indication of the prepara- 
tions for a symposium. Mr. Bennett said 
others had been invited, but they would not 
wait for them, and the moorings were cast 
off and the yacht shot out into the river, 
heading nerthward.
